Packard, who played upon the generos­ 
ity of M rs. A. B. Tomlinson, of Mon­ 
rovia, abont two weeks ago, to the extent 
of several weeks’ board and medical at­ 
tendance, had arrived at his former 
home in Denton, Tex. 
It will be re­ 
membered that after recovering from his 
sickness Packard announced his inten­ 
tion of coming np to Los Angeles for a 
few days on business. 
Mrs. Tomlinson 
entrusted him with a gold watch, a pair 
of gold sleeve buttons, a handsome chain 
and a gold pen, with the request that 
tbey be taken to a jeweler. After bor­ 
rowing all the lady’s spare cash, Packard 
came to this city, but instead of taking 
the valuables to a jeweler’s store, he at­ 
tempted to dispose of them to bis own 
advantage. The watch was deposited 
with F. S.G iIham ,a bpring-streetgrocer, 
as security for a loan of $25; but the 
other articles were kept as mementoes 
of his friend by the wily Packard, as he 
was 
unable 
to 
raise 
any 
cash 
on them . 
He then left for Texas, 
writing to Mrs. Tomlinson before he 
did so, and informing her of his inten­ 
tion. The lady naturally bethought her­ 
self of the jewelry, and came up to town 
to inquire the name of the man to whom 
they had been taken for repair, but on 
inquiry she found th at Packard had 
already left the city. The m atter was 
then put in the hands of the authorities, 
who telegraphed to Denton, Texas.

The inhospitable state of the weather 
had the effect of driving a num ber of 
homeless creatures to the Police Station 
last night, and Jailer H are was tendered 
a regular surprise party, no fewer than 
nine lodgers being accommodated be­ 
tween the hours of 10a o’clock and mid­ 
night. 


Police Judge Owens yesterday sen­

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THE STORM. 


The Streets Turned into 
Small Rivers. 


THE 
CABLE 
BOADi 
STOPPED. 


The Damage Trifling Except to the 
Graded Streets—The River 
Stays Low. 


Seldom has so much rain fallen in Los 
Angeles in twenty* four hours as fell yes­ 
terday up to 5:07 o’clock p. m. 
The 
rain which commenced early Wednesday 
evening continued at a lively rate until 
about 11 o’clock, when it slackened, and 
at tw enty m inutes past one o’clock yes­ 
terday morning it commenced again, 
and continued heavily without cessation 
until nearly 1 o’clock yesterday after­ 
noon, when it lightened to s fine rain, 
and ceased only at dusk, when the sky 
was still heavily overcast. During the 
twenty-fonr hours four and thirty one 
hundredths inches fell, making a total 
for the season of 15.56 inches. 
The 
records show th a t more rain has fallen 
so far this season th en fell daring any 
of 
the 
entire 
seasons 
of 
1878-9, 
1880-1, 1881-2, 1882*3, 1884 5, 1886*7, 
1887*8 and 1883 9. The only entire sea­ 
sons daring the eleven years in which 
m ore rain fell than has been recorded 
th is season were 1879*80, 1883-4 and 
1885*6, and th e records show that in 
none of these did the heavy rainfall oc­ 
cur so early as th is season. In 1879*80 
10.90 inches fell up to December 30th. 
In 1883 4 only 3 68 inches fell up to De­ 
cember 30th, and in 1885 6 but 7.55 
inches fell in th e same tim e. The heavy 
fall in these seasons occurred in Febru­ 
ary and M arch. 
I t was expected that there would have 
been a considerable am ount of damage 
to record, but according to tke reports 
received there was no injury ol any con­ 
sequence 
except 
to 
the 
streets, 
w hich in a num ber of cases were 
considerably cat up by the torrents which 
ran along w ith the speed of mountain 
stream s. The two main streams were 
those which followed the Streets in the 
courses of the Arroyo de Los Reyes and 
th e Chavea arroyo. 
The 
volume of 
w ater in both was immense, and the 
gravel was taken off all the streets over 
which the stream s found their way. The 
w ater from the Arroyo de Los Reyes first 
m ade itself apparent in an immense 
body 
in 
the vicinity of 
Beaudry 
and Temple, where for several hours 
the 
cable 
cars 
were 
unable 
to pass. The w ater backed up here to 
th e base of th e hills to th9 north, and 
presented the appearance of a large lake. 
Then the water commenced to break over 
Temple street, and filled np the low 
grounds between Temple and Second 
streets, where th e people, who had been 
flooded by the storm of a m onth ago, 
were prepared and moved out of the 
way, vacating their dwellings. Between 
Second and Third, where the arroyo is 
intersected by Beaudry street, the water 
poured over the graded street crossing to 
th e grounds behind the Normal School 
property, and wound around the base 
of the hill to Hope 6treet, to which 
it fonnd its way under and around 
bouses and across private property. 
At 
10:30 o’clock the water commenced to 
tear along this route, increasing in vol­ 
ume and destructive power until 12:30 
o ’clock, when the fences and trees along 
H ope street between Fifth and Sixth 
commenced to go. 
Between 12 and 1 
o’clock the torrent tore up everything iu 
its course, and as far south as Tenth 
street timbers, fences and debris of all 
kinds were floating down the stream, 
which filled the street from curb to 
curb, and in some places ran to the 
depth of several inches over the eide- 
walks. 
This stream , increaeiDg in vol­ 
óme at every street intersection, crossed 
to Figueroa street in the vicinity of 
Montgomery street, and at this point it 
was met by another immense stream 
which came tearing down Figueroa with 
th e velocity of a mill race. 
The entire 
country aonth of Twelfth street and west 
of Figueroa was a vast lake, and at 
Montgomery street the water was so 
deep in the vicinity of the echoolhouse 
th a t it was impossible to reach the 
school. 
The w ater collected on Washington 
street, which, along its entire length 
from Main to the weet city lim its, was 
filled from curb to curb with a raging 
torrent, which tore away the gutters ana 
turned th a t thoroughfare into a river 
bed. 
Between Figueroa and Boundary 
th e country on either side had the ap­ 
pearance of a vast lake, in the midst of 
which were numerous houses, the in­ 
m ates of which were unable to gain in- 
G 
ess or egress w ithout getting more or 
38 wet. 
This body of water finally 
found its way into th e Ballona creek, 
and thence to the ocean. 
The stream from the Chavez arroyo 
found its way across to Alam eda street, 
aad along A lam eda street south. Every 
street between College and Fifth carried 
its streams into A lam eda street, with the 
result th at the river seemed to have 
cbaDged its location. 
At F irst street it 
was almost impossible to cross, and at 
flscond street th e stream was so deep 
and swift th a t even the street cars had 
to proceed slowly for fear of being cir- 
ried from the tracks. 
Nearly every street leading from the 
hills carried a torrent, and along Second 
street the water, as it dashed over the 
rocks which it had uncovered between 
Grand avenue and F ort street, gave t^e 
appearance of a rapid mountain stream. 
Fonrth street also carried a large stream, 
and the water flowed along H ill in such 
quantities as to flood the Sixth-street 
park. 
In E ast Los Angeles, K uhrts street was 
flooded, and the water tore along Mozart 
street, Clover street and Downey avenue 
a t 
a 
trem endous 
rate. 
The 
storm 
drains 
which 
have 
just, 
been 
p a t 
in 
performed 
excellent 
service and carried off most of the water 
after the heavy rain ceaaed. 
The schools were very thinly attended, 
and the m ajority of the scholars who 
braved the w eather were dismissed at 
noon or shortly after. The teachers were 
all on hand, although some of them bad 
to engage carriages to reach their des­ 
tinations. 
The Tenth-street 
school, 
A melia-street 
school, 
Eighth-street 
school, G irey-street school, Montgom­ 
ery^-street school, Seventh-street school 
and San Pedro-street schools fared the 
worst, and nearly all of them were sur­ 
rounded by lakes, through which the 
boys and girls were forced to wade. 
The river did not rise to any^alarming 
proportions, and it barely filled the chan­ 
nels which it had cut during the fall. A t 
only one place did it fill the bed from 
bank to bank, and then only at a very 
Blight depth. 
At K nbrts-street bridge a 
gang of m en were kept busy filling in 
behind th e levee w ith sand bags, but 


there was not water enough at any other 
point to occasion the least alarm. 
THE 6TBEET RAILROADS. 
The storm got its work in on the cable 
railways of the city, as might have been 
expected. 
The Second-street road was 
the only one th at was 
not visibly 
affected, and that was for a very good 
reaeon, which need 
not 
be 
stated. 
The Temple-street line stopped at 9 
o'clock, owing to 
the 
fact that a 
veritable mill race was crossing the track 
in the neighborhood of Beaudry avenue. 
The whole force turned oat and worked 
manfully at digging ditches and pump­ 
ing out the conduit, and by 2 o’clock the 
cable was again in motion and the cars 
carrying passengers. 
The sufferings of the Pacific Railway 
Company would fill a volume. It seems 
to have received a good deal more than 
its share of the four and one-third inches 
which were delivered to the city. 
The 
trouble began 
at 
the GranU-avenue 
power-house at about 3 o’clock in the 
morning. 
Anticipating difficulty, Mr. 
Robinson had caused the bulkheads 
stopping 
up 
the 
conduits 
where 
they 
enter 
the 
power-house 
to 
be pat In 
place. 
A 
large 
posee 
of men was called ont before daylight, 
and they were put at the work of con­ 
structing dams of sand bags all around 
the building. 
All these precautions 
proved of no avail. The water swept 
over the dams and down the conduit into 
the power-house. The pumps started up 
and did all they could, but the water soon 
began to work up in the pits to the level 
of the machinery, and it became evident 
that the unpleasant experience of last 
fall was destined to be repeated. 
The water finally rose to a point about 
three feet above the level of the main 
floor, covering the great wheels almost 
to the axles. 
The cables from this 
power-house never moved in the course 
of the whole day. Between the engine- 
room and 
the 
boiler-room there is 
narrow 
passageway, 
which 
was 
boarded 
np 
and 
calked 
as 
well 
as might be, and thus the water was 
kept a wav from the fires. 
Throughout 
th e day the pumps continued to work. 
About 8 o’clock Mr. Robinson sent word 
to Chief Strohm, of the Fire Department, 
that he m ust have assistance, or the 
building might be undermined, and fall. 
After consulting with the Fire Commis­ 
sioners, the Chief responded by sending 
Number 3, which 
worked away as­ 
sisting the pumps all day long. 
Toward 
evening, when the rain ceaBed, the flw r 
began to appear in sight, dotted here 
and there with the rafts and refaae of 
sticks and timbers which had floated 
about 
all 
day. 
The 
machinery 
was 
covered 
with a thick deposit 
of mud which it will take some time to 
clear off. 
It now depends upon w hether 
the storm continues or lets up if the 
cable will run today. 
The Downey-avenue power-house is 
better situated with regard to keeping 
out 
the 
water 
than 
the 
Grand 
avenue, bnt the flood coming down the 
hill proved too much for it early in the 
day and during the morning the cable 
lay idle. 
It started np in the afternoon 
and ran a short time. No more difficulty 
was experienced atlthe power-house, bnt 
the large pit at the swing opposite the 
Pico Honse filled up with water and it 
became impossible to operate the cable. 
It shut down just at dark and did not re­ 
sume again during the evening. 
The water came into the Boyle Heights 
power-house about noon and stopped the 
operation of the cable. The re9t of the 
day was spent in pumping hard to keep 
the water away from the machinery. In 
several places the track leading to the 
Heights has experienced washouts, and 
it is not improbable that there may be a 
delay of a day or two before the cable 
starts up again. 
At a late hoar last night Superintend­ 
ent Robinson said that be hoped to have 
the main line cf the cable system in op­

by 
the 
usnal 
hour 
this 
morning — 5 
o’clock. 
A 
large 
gang 
of men were

all through the night, and unless an un­ 
usual quantity of w ater falls, the road 
will be Btarted ¡on tim e.

force of men will be transferred to thoee 
lines lb soon &b the Downey-avenue and 
Grand-avenue line is in working order. 


T H E RAILROADS. 


The social to have been given at the 
Fort-street M. E. cburch tonight has 
been postponed on account of the rain. 
The Central W. C. T. U . will hold a 
very im portant business m eeting this 
afternoon at 2 :30 o’clock in Temperance 
Temple. 
There will be an exhibition of the first 
term ’s work of the Art Departm ent of the 
University of Southern California tomor­ 
row afternoon from 1 to 4 o’clock.

The effect of the storm on the railroads 
wae not very serious, as it was & local 
affair and did not extend to those sections 
of the roads where extensive damages 
might have been accomplished. The 
most serious washout took place on the 
Southern Pacific line to Santa Monica 
just beyond Palm s, between Grey’s and 
Vervain. 
For a space of 200 yards the 
track was underm ined and washed away. 
It cannot be repaired nntil the storm 
ceases. All trains ceased on this division 
yesterday. They will probably be re­ 
sumed before night today. This is ex­ 
actly the same place where the washout 
took place about six weeks ago in the 
storm which rained the Lob Angeles and 
Pacific. 
On the Santa Ana division of 
the 
Southern Pacific there was a possibility 
of difficulty in the submerged condition 
of the track between Florence and Vin- 
vale. 
The water flowed off, however, 
and the trains came through on time. 
On the Santa Fe the only trouble that 
was expsrienced was on the Redondo 
division. For a distance of about sixty 
feet between Inglewooa and Highland 
Park the track is washed away and trains 
were trnable to gel across. The track 
will be repaired as soon as the storm 
ceases. 
Much speculation prevails os to where 
the depot of the new line, the exten­ 
sion from the Union Pacific of the Utah 
Central, will be located in this city. The 
Scott-Masble franchise includes a grant of 
seven acres of city land on the east aide 
of the Downey-avenne bridge. I t has 
been stated that the company will make 
use of this property for other purposes, 
aad will join with the Santa Fe in a 
anion depot. 
For a few days there has been a very 
lively rumor on the streets that a scheme 
had been put up for a grand union depot 
in which all three railroads, the South­ 
ern Pacific, Santa Fe and Union Pacific 
will join. 
It is pretty well known that 
the Southern Pacific road is none too 
well satisfied with the Wolfskill depot 
location. 
They are placed now in a sit­ 
uation where it is necessary for them to 
maintain three separate depots, at a con­ 
siderable expense. 
The story told on 
the streets is to the effect that the Pa­ 
cific Railway Company, that is to say 
the cable lines, has agreed to put up 
$50,000 if the depot is moved back to 
San Fornando street, in the old location, 
and a union depot 
constructed. 
It 
is 
stated 
that 
a 
number 
of 
property owners in that vicinity have 
bonded their land to assist in the project. 
The prominent oficiáis of the Santa Fe 
and the Southern Pacific were consulted 
w ith regard to the m atter yesterday, and 
they united in declaring that there was 
nothing in the move. It is certain that 
President Manvel, of the Santa Fe, when 
h e was in this city, expressed himself 


publicly as not at all satisfied w ith the 
depot accommodations of that line, and 
it is a part of the general rnm or th a t his 
visit to 8an Francisco was for the pur­ 
pose of having a conference with the of­ 
ficials of th e Southern Pacific with re­ 
gard to a union building. The whole 
story is offered to the public as a mere 
street rum or to be considered for w hat it 
is worth. 
The following telegram was received 
last evening by the Associated Press, 
which disposes of the question of what 
position Mr. Stnbbs will occupy on bis 
retnrn to th e Southern Pacific offices at 
San Francisco: 
S an F r a n c is c o , December 12.—C . P. 
H untington, Vice-President of the South­ 
ern Pacific Company, telegraphed, the 
following from New York this afternoon: 
“ J . C. Stnbbs has been elected the 
Fourth Vice-President cf the Southern 
Pacific Company, and will have general 
charge of the traffic of all the systems 
and divisions of the lines operated by it.”

Washington, December 12.—In the 
House todayi Butterworth brought up 
the famous Ohio ballot-box contract, 
which figured so conspicuously in the 
last campaign, by offering, a resolution 
reciting that of the persons whose names 
appeared on said paper, all except one 
were at the time of said publication, and 
except S. 8. Cox, deceased, are still 
members of the House or Senate, and 
that a committee of five be appointed to 
investigate. The resolution further said 
that if the contract were genuine the 
signers were unfit to sit in Congress.

It says the committee 
cannot too severely condemn the man­ 
ner in which the Sargeant-at-Arms con­ 
ducted the affairs of his office. 
The committee says in closing: " It 
appears that a port ion of the cash under 
the control ot Bilcott has never been 
counted during the six years of Mr. 
Leedom'a incumbency by another person 
than Silcott, and it does not appear that 
Silcott ever counted the cash or that 
Leedom ever asked for a count until the 
evening of the 5th instant, when the 
deficiency appeared.

P laM craia on a «lie U nited State* 
Senate* 
The discussion of the candidacy of Cal­ 
vin S. Brice for the seat in the United 
States Senate which will be made vacant 
by the retirement of Hon. Henry B. 
Payne, has set a great many journals to 
discussing the inroads which are being 
made in that body by millionaires. It is 
said that there are now upwards of thirty 
plntocrits in the Senate, and the cry is 
■till they come. Should Mr. Brice be 
elected by the Democrats, one million­ 
aire will replace another, and the rich 
guild will not be advanced in its progress 
towards a quorum of the higher branch 
of Congress. That this tendency is not 
a healthy one must be admitted by 
everybody. 
Not content with reprobating the plan 
of giving preference to men who have 
large bank accounts which many Legis­ 
latures have shown lately, onr Repub­ 
lican contemporaries undertake to make 
comparisons in the matter disadvan­ 
tageous to the Democrats, utterly over­ 
looking the fact that the vast majority of 
the Democratic Senators áre poor men, 
and that nearly all the millionaires 
are to be 
fonnd 
in 
the 
Repub­ 
lican ranks. They dwell on the fact, in 
commenting on the candidacy of Mr. 
Brice, that that gentleman is a very re­ 
cent resident of Ohio and that he pnts in 
most of his time in New Tork City. 
They seem to be delightfully oblivieus of 
the fact that Senators Stewart and Jones, 
of Nevada, very rarely see that blessed 
pocket borough, and spend two-thirds 
of their time not spent in Washington in 
the Palace Hotel, 3an Francisco, which 
city íb their true residence. 
The late 
Senator 
Sharon, during 
his 
whole 
six 
years as Senator from Nevada, 
did not spend 
three weeks 
in his 
seat in Washington, or three months 
in the State of Nevada. His residence 
was divided between the Palace Hotel 
and Belmont. As to the scandal of pur­ 
chasing seats in the Senate, Mr. Sharon 
bought his way into that august conclave 
in the firBt inetance, and tried to buy his 
seat a second time, bat the longer pnrse 
or superior merit of Senator Fair knocked 
down the persimmon. In that celebrated 
contest 
the 
pnrse-proud 
Republican 
Senator 
was 
indiscreet enough, 
in 
an interview with a Nevada editor, 
to boast that he would be his own 
successor because he had money enough 
to bay the Nevada Legislature. Mr. 
Fdir, who “ scooped” Sharon, had at 
least the decency to make no each 
breaks. 
* 
There is a good deal of frozen eheek in 
a Republican editor venturing to refer to 
the purchase of seats in the United 
States Senate in view of the record of his 
party. The first seat ever openly bought 
in that body was by Simon Cameron, 
in 1857. 
The Legislature of Pennsyl­ 
vania waB 
Democratic by a small 
majority, and the Democratic caacns 
nominated Col. John W. Forney, who at 
that time had not quarreled with Presi­ 
dent Buchanan. Simon Cameron was 
the nominee of the Republican party, 
and nnder the nsual conditions Forney 
would have been elected. 
Cameron, 
however, had a big sack and he bought 
three Democratic members, Lebo, Minear 
and Wagonaeiler, whose memories are 
held in execration in Pennsylvania to 
this day, and was elected. All that came 
of this gross scandal was the burning of 
these purchased wretches in effigy in 
every township in the Keystone State. 
Even at that day the Senate was not 
very hypercritical in scrutinizing the 
credentials of its members, and Simon 
fonnd no difficulty in making his footing 
good. It is true that he was afterwards 
turned out of Lincoln’s Cabinet on alle­ 
gations of corruption on a petition signed 
by an overwhelming majority of the Re­ 
publican members of both Houses of 
Congress, but liis outright parchase of a 
seat in the Senate was condoned at the 
tíme. 
Sach an incident fittingly led np to 
Pomeroy’s parchase of the Legislature of 
Kansas, a transaction in which eur own 
lamented Ka!loch, of happy memory, 
fignred. The multitude of Republican 
millionaire Senators who grace the high­ 
est Council of the Nation may or may not 
have purchased their seats, bat one 
thing is plain, viz., they had the where­ 
withal to do so, and they are there. 
The less onr Republican friends harp 
upon the candidacy of Calvin S. Brice, 
the less will be the inclination to revive 
these unpleasant reminiscences. 


S e n a t o r G ib so n ’s bill to appropriate 
85,000,000 to encourage the colored people 
of the United States to emigrate will 
■carcely strike a responsive chord in the 
country generally. The black man is 
here to stay. 
It is worthy of note, how­ 
ever, that President Lincoln at one time 
lavorably entertained this plan of dis­ 


posing of the colored people. Senator 
Morgan, the other day, expressed the 
opinion that the American citizen of 
Afriean 
descent 
would 
bs 
best 
disposed 
of 
by 
eending 
him 
to 
the free State of Congo—the country 
from which he originally came. These 
projects may be called the fantasies of 
politics. They admit of a number of in­ 
genious and eloquent gentlemen getting 
off a speech or two, and that is about all 
that can ever be accomplished in that 
line. 
The negro is firmly wedged into 
onr body politic, and it is the miefortuoe 
of the South that he is there in dispro­ 
portionate numbers. 
Still that section 
seems to be making as much progress in 
material wealth as any other portion of 
the Union, maugre the drawback. 


In a carefully coneidered article in th e 
December number of the North American 
Review, Mr. Roger Q. Mills devotes hie 
pen to a consideration of the Republican 
anxiety to bo change the rules governing 
the Honee of Representatives as to de­ 
prive the minority of their rights. 
He 
assumes, and probably rightfully, that 
behind this movement there is a deep 
and canning scheme to rash through 
memsnres 
to 
consolidate Republican 
power and insure its perpetuity. Mr. 
Mills is warranted in his previsions, but 
it is consoling to know that such plans 
often miscarry. 
An unscrupulous use of 
power is very frequently the subtle 
agency by whieh a majority is converted 
into a minority. 
The Republican con­ 
trol of the House is held by such a 
Blender figure that it is very doubtful 
whether any very sweeping measures 
could be passed in any event. Mr. 
Mills devotes a portion of his article to 
the celebrated filibustering in the House 
in 1882, bo feelingly dwelt upon by 
Speaker Reed 
in a previous 
com­ 
munication in 
the same periodical, 
end the 
Texan 
shows 
that 
these 
tactics were rightfully resorted to by 
Democrats in order to prevent the Re­ 
publican majority from unseating Demo­ 
crats who had been elected by decisive 
majorities. Mr. Mills points to the fact 
that in the present House there are 
seventeen Republican contestants, and 
expresses the belief that an effort will be 
made to seat them in order to insure an 
effective working Republican majority. 
It is quite possible, however, that the 
resalt of the elections in Ohio, Iowa, New 
York and other States will make the un­ 
scrupulous 
Republican leaders think 
twice before attempting any high-handed 
programme. As nothing is more certain 
than that the next Honse of Representa­ 
tives will be overwhelmingly Democratic, 
they may recall the melancholy com­ 
muning of Macbeth, “ We but teach 
bloody instructions that, being taught, 
return to plague the inventor.” 


T h e storm of the past thirty-six hours 
kas been one of unusual violence, and 
the volume of raiu which fell has been 
almost unprecedented, and yet strangely 
enough the Loe Angeles river has been 
little heard of and has been quite oxi its 
good behavior. There was a larger volume 
of water running on Alameda street dar­ 
ing most of yesterday than in the river 
bed. The Arroyo de los Reyes dis­ 
charged a tremendous torrent, which 
made Hops street, Grand avenue and 
Pearl street perfect rivers, and created 
extensive lakes. Washington street was 
for hours a rushing river. An unusual 
expanse of the city was yesterday under 
water for depths ranging from three or 
four inches to several feet. The schools 
were dismissed at noon, and omnibuses 
were called into requisition to get the 
pupils of some of them to their homes. 
The floods of 1885 presented nothing 
comparable to the wide waste of waters 
of yesterday, although in that year the 
destruction of bridges and property was 
great.

collapsed, and 
the townships which 
voted bonds to foster the industry will 
lose nothing. 
All the bonds, $9,000 in 
amount, voted in Meade county have 
been canceled, and the scrip issued in 
various townships in Clark connty has 
been destroyed, excepting $15,000 voted 
by one township, and this cannot now be 
negotiated owing to the publicity given 
to the swindle. 
The sugar company 
scheme was a gigantic one, and if it had 
been successfully executed a million 
dollars would not have covered the 
Iobs sustained by the countieB and town­ 
ships where the company contemplated 
operations. Agents had been actively at 
work in Stanton, Haskell, Pratt, Grant 
and Johnson counties, and had suc­ 
ceeded in arousing such enthusiasm over 
the new industry that they came to re­ 
gard it as their salvation from pasible 
ruin caused by the uncertain yield of 
other crops than sorghum. 
The Secre­ 
tary of the State Board of Agriculture 
states that the company’s plan included 
the promised erection of 100 mills iu 
various parts of Western Kansas, for 
which 
a subsidy aggregating 
over 
$1,000,000 was to have been asked.

L o n d o n , December 12.—A dispatch 
just received frdm Venice says Robert 
Browning, the poet, died at 10 tonight. 
[Robert Browning, poet and dramatist, 
was born in Cambeiwell, Surrey, in 1812, 
was educated in London University, and 
devoted himself to a literary life. In 
1846 he married Miss Elizabeth Barrett, 
the distinguished poetess (who died iu 
1861), and after his marriage resided for 
some 
years 
in 
Italy, 
chiefly 
at 
Florence, making 
occasional 
visits 
to 
France 
and 
England. 
Mr. 
Browning was Ep9cially cultivated in 
the arts of music and painting. His 
literary productions awakened eucli in­ 
terest that in 1881 the Browning Society 
was started in London, whose object was 
to study and discuss his works. Like 
societies have since epruDg up in all 
the English-speaking countries. 
The 
literary stores of the world have been 
greatly enriched by the creations of 
Browning’s genius. J

B o s t o n , December 12.—The first hour 
of the session of the Federation of Labor 
was occupied with routine business. 
The committee on the report of the 
President reported in favor of the propo­ 
sition to appoint a committee of seven 
to which all matters relating to the 
eight-hour movement be referred, and 
the holding of an iuternatioual congress 
in the city in which the World’s Fair is 
held in 1892. 
* 
The federation seeks the rigid enforce­ 
ment of the contract labor laws and the 
Chinese Exclusion act, and tho agitation 
of ballot reform until all tho States have 
adopted the Australian system. 
The report of the Committee on Organ­ 
ization recommends that the Executive 
Council try to bring about the amalga­ 
mation of all dual organizations existing 
in any one trade in the case of unions 
affiliated with the federation; • that 
hereafter all conferences 
of 
officers 
of 
the 
federation 
with 
officers 
of the Knights of Labor, relating to 
trades union organization or mutual in­ 
terchange and recognition of working 
(ards cease. 
The first was referred to a 
special committee, with instructions to 
prepare an address to the people of 
America, stating plainly 
the 
trades 
unions' position on federation, and the 
second was adopted. 
Among the adopted resolutions were 
these: Calling for the revival of the 
labor prees; urging the passage by other 
States of the Massachusetts employers’ 
liability statute, and urging closer rela­ 
tions with the central labor unions.

motion to institute a political party was 
defeated.

N e w Y o r k , December 12.—A “ wo­ 
man's national potato contest” has re­ 
cently taken place. The unique contest 
was engaged in by the wives and 
daughters of farmers in many parts of the 
country. A synopsis of the result shows 
that there were 1,000 contestants and 
200 premiums were awarded. The first 
prize was won by Mary Rusk, of Madi­ 
son county, Illinois, whose yield was 
970 60 bushels per acre.

Boston Merchants’ Anunal 
Banqnet. 


THE 
DISTINGUISHED 
GUESTS. 


Speeches by Ex-FrcBiclent Cleveland. 
H. W. Grady and Andrew 
C arnegie.

B o s to n , December 12.—Over 400 prom­ 
inent business men of Boston and New 
England crowded the apartments of the 
Hotel Veudome this evening on the oc­ 
casion of the annual banquet of the E s- 
ton Merchante’ Association. 
At a round 
table in the center sat Hon. Jonathan 
A. Lane, President of the association. 
At his right were ex-President Cleveland 
and H. W. Grady, W. L. Putnam, P. A. 
Collins, John Lowell, William E. Rus­ 
sell and Leopold Morse, while on his 
left were seated Governor Oliver Ames, 
Andrew Carnegie, General Clinton B 
Fiske and Collector 8altenetall,all guests 
of the association. After the readiug of 
a letter of regret from John Russell Low­ 
ell, President Lane proceeded in a brief 
speech to introduce Governor Ames, who 
welcomed the guests of the occasion. 
President Lane then introduced ex­ 
President Cleveland, who was greeted 
with long-continued applause, shouts and 
cheers. 


MR. CLEVELAND’S SPEEC H . 
Mr. Cleveland, in his speech, dwelt 
on the injustice of fostering certain 
branches of trade at the expense of 
others by means of a protective tariff, 
with the accompanying evil of the in­ 
timidation of labor nv aggregated capital. 
From this he turned to the question of 
the dangers which threaten the nation 
from the intimidation aud corruption of 
votes. On this Bubject he said: “ We 
need not stifle our scorn and contempt 
for the wretch who basely sells his vote, 
and who for a bribe betrays the trust cf 
citizenship, and yet the thought will in­ 
trude itself that he is but following the 
low and vulgar fashion aud example g! 
those who proceed upon the theory that 
a political action may be turned to 
private 
gain. 
But we know that 
when political selfishness is destroyed 
our dangers will disappear, and though 
the way to this stronghold may be long 
and weary, wo will follow it, fighting as 
we go. 
There will be no surrender, nor 
will there be any desertions from our 
rsnks. This hope, risen like a star in 
the East, has fixed the gaze of our patri­ 
otic fellow-countrymen, and everywhere 
in our busy marts of trade and on our 
farm s; in our cities aud in the homes of 
the poor; iu our universities and in our 
workshops; in our banking-houses and 
in the ranks of inexorable toil, they 
greet with enthusiastic acclaim the ad­ 
vent of ballot reform. 
“1 remember the inauguration of on- 
ol her reform, and 1 have seen it grow 
and extend until it has become firmly 
established in our laws and practice. 
It 
is today our greatest safeguard against 
the complete and disgraceful degradation 
of our public service. It had its enemiee 
and all of them are not yet silenced. 
But its victory came, wrought by the 
force of enlightened public sentiment, 
and upon its trial eveiy objection which 
had been urged against it was com­ 
pletely discredited. As it has been with 
civil service reform, po will it bo will 
ballot reform, except that the coining 
victory will be more speedily achieved 
and more completo.” 
Following Mr. Cleveland was Henry 
W. Grady, of Georgia, who was warmly 
received. 


MR. GRADY’S REMARKS. 
Mr. Grady said he vas invited to dis­ 
cuss the race problem. 
He said the 
South, the fairest aud richest domain on 
earth, is so scauiily peopled that but 
fifteen per cent, of its lands are culti­ 
vated. The sons of New England seek 
with a troubled eye some new El Dorado, 
yet since 1860 the emigration of north­ 
erners to the South has beau decreasing, 
because of the race problem and the sus­ 
picion it breeds. The southerners are so 
beset with this problem that their very 
existence depends on its right solution. 
Replying to the imputation that the 
South treated the negroes nnjustly, the 
speaker said this year the 8outh raised 
7,500,000 bales of cotton, which enor­ 
mous crop could not have come from the 
hands of discontented labor. The negroes 
of Georgia, who twenty-five years ago 
were slaves, now possess twenty million 
dollars’ worth of property. 
For every 
Afro-American agitator stirring strife, he 
could show a thousand negroes happy in 
their homes, and with their children in 
school. 
It is admitted there is disorder 
and violence, but it is misjudged. Law­ 
lessness in Iowa is accepted as an acci­ 
dent, while that in the South is ascribed 
to race causes. 
Ta 
black will cast a 
free ballot when igu 
ance anywhere is 
not dominated by 
e Will of the intelli­ 
gent. 
The whits 
ore banded, not in 
prejudice, but at recessity. The negro 
vote remains aa t ; norant and credulous 
faction, the prey of the unscrupulous of 
both parties, and plays a part in a cam 
paign in which every interest of society 
is jeopardized and every approach to 
tke ballot-box debauched. Against such 
campaigns as this the southern whites 
are banded, as the Massachusetts whites 
would be in similar circumstances. 
In reply to the challenge as to the al­ 
leged Bmalluess of the southern vote, 
Mr. Grady said the sixteen Southern 
States in 1888 cast 67 per cent, of their 
total vote; tho New England States but 
63 per cent, of theirs. 
The negro has 
learned that the ballot-box, which prom­ 
ised him most has yielded him least, and 
at last has realized that his best friends 
are his neighbors, with whose prosperity 
liia own is bound up. It would be well 
if the northern partisans would under­ 
stand that the negro vote can never 
again control the South. If there be any 
human force which cannot be withstood, 
it is that of the banded intelligence aud 
responsibility of 
a free community. 
Upon that the South relies, not upon the 
cowardly menace of the mask or shot­ 
gun. Force bills will not avail. The 
North may surrender its liberties to a 
Federal election law, but never again 
will a single State, North or South, be 
delivered to the control of an ignorant 
and inferior race. 
Time alone can tell 
how the problem presented will be 
solved. 
The speaker believed it would be 
solved by the people most bound in 
honor to its solution. He asked: “ Firtt 
—Patience; out of this alone can con e 
perfect work. Second—Confidence; in 
this alone can you judge fairly. T h ird - 
Sympathy ; in this yon can help us. 
Fonrih—Give os your sons as hostages 
that they may help to swell the Anglo- 
Saxon current until it can carry without 
danger this black infusion. Fifth—Loy­ 
alty to the Republic; for there is section­ 
alism in loyalty m in estrangement. 


Give us the broad and perfect loyalty I 
that loves and truste Georgia alike with 
Massachusetts; that knows no South, no 
North, no East, no West, but endears 
with equal and patriotic love every fcot 
of our soil, every State of onr Union.” 
MR. CARNEGIE'S COMMENTS. 
Andrew Carnegie wbb then introduced. 
Prior to entering upon the discussion of 
his topic, he referred to Mr. Cleveland as 
one whom history would declare had 
tried to do his duty, and who possessed 
the respect of the entire country regard­ 
less of party. Mr. Carnegie then pro­ 
ceeded to a brief exposition 
of the 
wonderful progress made by this country 
during the past thirty years in com­ 
merce, manufactures and mining, declar­ 
ing that in the last two indus ries she now 
leads the world, while her credit is first 
among nations. 
Mr. Carnegie was followed by Hon. W. 
L. Putnam, late Democratic candidate 
for Governor of Maine,'who spoke briefly.

frightened .passengers 
were compelled to remain in iheir per­ 
ilous position until the train hands built 
a platform around and underneath the 
hanging cars, enabling all to make their 
escape. The place where the accident 
occurred is considered the most danger­ 
ous in the mountains. 


C H IC A G O P O L I T I C S

C h i c a g o , December 12.—The most im­ 
portant local election probably ever held 
in Chicago took place today. It was to 
decide the control of the newly created 
board of nine Water-way Commissioners, 
the members of which are to have the 
raising and disbursing of funds estimated 
at from fifteen to thirty million dollars, 
to be used in carrying out the great Chi­ 
cago drainage and ship canal project, 
which will necessitate the employment 
for an indefinite period of from ten 
to fifteen thousand men. Cumulative 
voting was permitted, aud the Democrats 
and Republicans each nominated but 
five men, the aim being to secure the 
majority'of the board. A “citizen’e” or 
independent ticket was afterwards put in 
the field with six namee, three former 
Democrats and three former Republicans. 
At midnight the returns from about half 
the precincts indicate the election of the 
six independents, and that the three re­ 
maining places will fall to Democrats. 
On this basis the board, which promises 
to play an important part in Illinois 
politics, will staud three straight Demo­ 
crats, three independent 
Democrats, 
aud three independent Republicans.

E d ito rs H e ra ld —As reported Mon­ 
day’s proceedings of the City Council 
give fresh material for architects to 
dilate on in reference to fees. The 
President seams to know just how much 
architects are paid when he says 3 per 
cent, ia the amount. With your permis­ 
sion I would like to ask Mr. President, 
first; What is included as services for 
such remuneration? Drawings and 
specifications only, or superintendence 
besides? Second: 
What kind of 
architects has he had the misfortune to 
meet with, who work for the fee referred 
to if all the work above mentioned is 
■rformed ? If he can get such work

done

got buuu wurjt 
done for 3 per cent, it must be by 
architects only in name; for men of 
ability could not allow their time so 
wasted. It is well known there are 
a 
large 
number 
of 
so-called 
architects among us who will offer 
to work for less than three per cent. But 
is the city not the loser in such cases ? 
Are such men competent to look after 
work ? What knowledge have they of 
architecture or building construction? 
The most unobservant among us in 
walking our best streets must be struck 
with the want of architectural symmetry 
in our buildings. They can see little 
but tawdry display anda want of repose, 
which should always predominate in all 
such afforts. Take the interiors of the 
same buildings and survey them, and 
the observer will be surprised to behold 
the sare signs of coming dissolution. 
Which of our large buildings does not 
bear strong signB of collapse in cracks 
and settlements? How many of them 
are constructed so 
as 
to 
be 
conducive to health ? Scarcely anv at­ 
tention has been given to the disposal of 
reíase, and where some attention has 
been given for said disposal it is in the 
most primitive way. 
The health of the 
inmates in general does not seem to have 
met with any consideration. Others of 
our public buildings which have been 
long in nee are found so deficient for the 
purposes for which they were intended 
that other architects had to be employed 
to have them in part reconstructed. 
These details have been referred to to 
•how how incompetent many of the pro­ 
fessing architects are. If such as these 
are the kind the City Council and Presi­ 
dent have met with, then perhaps 3 per 
cent is enough or too much for them. 
Bat if the architects whose designs for 
schoolhonses have been adopted are not 
of the class referred to, they should see 
that proper remuneration be paid for 
their work and skill. Ib is high time the 
profession should bestir itself, and see 
that jastice is done by it.
